Through investigation it has been confirmed that the above subject 
did own and operate this vehicle at the times the homicides he is suspected 
of committing did go down. 


Also, the above subject Theodore Bundy was found guilty of 
Aggravated Kidnap of Carol DaRonch on 3-1-76 and is at present waiting 
to be sentenced. Under Utah law, he could receive a sentence of from 
5 years to life imprisonment. This is for your information.
